Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims, in the submission dated 7/9/10, are 
acl^nowledged and accepted. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 7/9/10 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1-23 based upon Antes (4,568,141) alone and in combination with 
Drinkwater (6,765,704) and/or Kodama (2004/0121241). 

Priority 

3. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in The United Kingdom on 1/13/05. It is noted, however, that applicant 
has not filed a certified copy of the 0400681 .3 application as required by 35 

U.S.C. 119(b). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-8, filed 7/9/1 0, with respect to the rejections 
of claims 1-23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1-23 has been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments provided in the Declaration under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .132, as 

well as in the remarks dated 7/9/10, are persuasive. Claim 1 is allowable over the prior

art of record for at least the reason that, even though the prior art discloses security 
documents having viewing zones, the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
security device wherein at least a first holographic image element is in an image plane 
spaced from the surface of a microstructure and at least one further image in a plane 
spaced from the image plane of the first holographic image, wherein the spacing 
between the first holographic image plane and the plane of the at least one further 
image is such that, on tilting the device, the first holographic element exhibits an 
apparent rate of movement relative to the at least one further image, the rate of 
movement being at least 6mm per radian of tilt, and the product of the rate of movement 
and an included angle of the viewing zone defining a distance at least 18% of a 
dimension of the device in the parallax direction. Claims 2-23 are dependent on claim 1 
and are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the same reasons as claim 1 .
